He was also inform- 
ed that in all the other neighbouring States, the Act has been 
implemented both m the public and private undertakings. 
However, the Assistant Apprenticeship Adviser was instructed 
to meet the Chief Engineer, P.W.D Workshops personally 
and cUrify all the doubts and if necessary seek clarification 
from the Directorate General of Employment and Training, 
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In the meanwhile, the Chief Engir>eer, P.W D Workshops 
was requested to take up the question of financial implications 
involved for arranging training f acihties for the apprentices 
in the Workshops with the concerned Secretariat Department.

The Board satisfied itself that reasons 1 and 3 were 
correct. The Board felt that supply of gulmohva from the 
State IS purely a seasonal-affair and the average supply from 
Telangana is only 52% of the guaranteed quantity. The 
Government Distilleries, Narayanguda uses rectified spmt and 
gulmohwa liquor for manufacture of potable country liquor* 
The supply position of the Government Power Alcohol Factory' 
B^dhan in lespect of rectified spirit had beccme very acute and 
it was not possible even to get half the quantity from the 
Government Power Alcohol Factory, Bodhan. Since this 
would result in the consumption of gulmohwa going up and 
since there was every possibility that if rectified spirit is not 
supplied to the Government Distilleries Narayai sgic'a, from 
other sources, the gulmohawa would baidlv hvffice for another 
4 to 5 months.
